DANIA 

Danish Envoy, Carl Gunderson, 
of Edmonton, died suddenly on 
January 23, just about a month 
from his 80th birthday. 

It may be said of Carl Gunder¬ 
son that during his latter years 
he was a lonely man, his only 
relative, a sister, living in New' 
York. Although many of his 
friends tried to make Carl Gtm- 
dersen feel less lonely in their 
own way, his many years of hard 
and diligent “do-it-yourself” work, 
combined with aspirations which 
most people forget w'hen they are 
settled in life, made him some¬ 
thing of a “loner.” 

Carl Gunderson was brought up 
and educated in a Danish insti¬ 
tutional boarding school of excel¬ 
lent reputation. This school was 
founded more than 260 years ago 
for students whose parents are 
without means to educate their 
children. It lias turned out many 
hundreds of students with an ex¬ 
ceptional will to succeed in life, 
and an unusual ability to meet the 
demands of a complex society. 
Carl Gundersen was one of these 
students. 

In 1903 lie emigrated to U.S.A.. 
where he obtained employment 
with the Metropolitan Life Insur¬ 
ance Company in New York. He 
was not happy in this work, and 
in 1911 he left U.S.A. for Canada 
where he attempted farming for a 
while. Realizing that farming was 
not his line, he travelled Alberta 
lecturing in politics. This endeavor 
resulted in Carl Gundersen becom¬ 
ing a civil servant for the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta. 

One must doubt that this was 
really what he w'anted. He never 
gave up fighting for the rights of 
others. If his political field be¬ 
came limited as a civil servant, 
his aspirations went to work for 
the betterment of working condi¬ 
tions. fundamental human rights 
and his community. He earned 
himself the reputation of a fighter 
with a good cause. He earned the 
respect and admiration of all 
people, but found only a few true 
friends. 

It was only logical that the 
Danish government should choose 
this man as their envoy in Edmon¬ 
ton. If anybody could fight the 
cause of the immigrants, it was 
Carl Gundersen.. Thus he became 
exposed to both the good and the 
bad sides of the immigrant’s 
destiny. He fought red tape, he 
found jobs for the unemployed, he 
opened his home for the lonely, 
and, involved as he still was in 
reforms he would like to bring 
about, one could not feel confident 
that Carl Gundersen w'as com¬ 
pletely satisfied. 

His political aspirations never 
materialized to the degree that he 
wanted, but somehow this bene¬ 
fited his community that much 
more, for it needed a man who 
would speak up for the rights of 
others in an able manner. 

When Carl Gundersen visited 
Denmark after fifty years of ab¬ 
sence, he W’as a true good-will 
ambassador, bringing greetings 
and news to relatives and friends 
all over Denmark from immigrants

From the Secretary's Desk 


Mr. John Rama chaired the Annual General Meeting at 
the Masonic Temple on Feb. 20, 1962. Lively discussions cen¬ 
tered around the Scandinavian News, the future Centre, the 
Scandinavian Queen, and many other topics. Some of the 
major decisions reached were: 

1. To continue to investigate the possibilities of the Pen¬ 
tecostal Tabernacle as the future Centre. 

2. To form a Ladies’ Scandinavian Committee to consist 
of one member elected from each national group. 

3. That notices of annual meetings and financial state¬ 

ments be published in the News, thereby eliminating the let¬ 
ter to each shareholder and thus saving the association con¬ 
siderable expense. * 

4. That the firm of Rollins & Dreyer be re-elected as au¬ 
ditors of the Association. 

Elected for a three-year term to the Board of Directors 
were: Don Shaw, of the Icelandic Society of Edmonton; Sig 
Johnson of Vasa Lodge, Edmonton; arrd Eric Lefsrud, well- 
known Norwegian lawyer. Elected for a two-year term was 
Tauno Salomaa of the Finnish Society of Edmonton. 

Mr. Arne Johannessen was elected Chairman of the 1963 
Nominating Committee consisting of Tom Nielsen, Eric Pi¬ 
erre, Jack Luoma and Gunnar Thorvaldson. 

The following report of 1961 activities was presented by 
the secretary, S. A. Sorenson, on behalf of the Board of Di¬ 
rector^: | . 

MEETINGS 

Ybur Directors have met regularly throughout the year 
since the last annual meeting. Seventeen meetings were held 
on the following dates: 1961—March 1; March 14; April 11; 
May 9t June 13; July 11; August 8; August 22; September 12; 
October 17; November 15; December. 12; December 19. 1962 
—January 9; January 18; February 1 and February 5. 

IM TIES OF THE DIRECTORS 

Ait the organization meeting on March 1,1961, the Direc¬ 
tors accepted the following responsibilities: J. Rama, Presi¬ 
dent; $. A. Sorenson, Secretary, Director of Share-selling, and 
Correspondent; K. L. Svidal, Vice-President, Director of Pub¬ 
licity;! G. A. Larson, Director of Planning; A. Andersen, Di¬ 
rector: of Scandinavian Centre News; P. N. Christensen, Di¬ 
rector of Exhibition Activities, Assistant Director of Plan¬ 
ning; jO. S. Franzen, Director of Social Activities, Assistant 
Drectipr of Planning; H. M. Halldorson, Treasurer; H. A. 
Hansdn, Director of Finance Committee, Assistant Director 
of Social Activities; II. Markstrom, Assistant Director of Ex¬ 
hibition Activities, Assistant Director of Planning; and V. 
Salo, iAssstant Director of Planning. 

It is with deep regret that we must report the passing of 
Mr. Art Andersen on November 2, 1961. He worked faith¬ 
fully jand honestly in the cause of the Scandinavian Centre, 
and hjis fellow Scandinavians. He will be missed by all of us. 

Mr. P. N. Christensen took over the responsibilities of 
Director of the Scandinavian News, and has done much to put 
it on a sound financial basis. 

Mr. Vic Salo has moved to Winnipeg, and we shall miss 
his assistance on the Planning Committee. Since the loss of 
the two above Directors took place so late in the year, your 
Board decided to wait until this annual meeting to replace 
them! 


SHARE SELLING 


During the calendar year of 1961 there were 330 shares 
sold, with $9,470 in cash accompanying the applications. 

Several canvassers’ meetings were held. At the January 
17, 1961, meeting it was agreed that the Canvassers’ Commit¬ 
tee of approximately 60 members, continue to function in an 
endeavour to reach the $100,000 goal. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors it was agreed to 
reward canvassers by paying a commission of 5% on share 
value, or 10% of cash value, provided a minimum of five 
shares were sold. This worked quite efefctively during the 
first jpart of the year. As the year progressed and it became 
apparent that the Centre would not be started in 1961, the 
sale Of shares slowed down. Even so, more than one share 
was sold every working day of 1961. 

With the tremendous popularity of the “Chartered Flight 
to Scandinavia” during January, 1962, 48 shares were sold. 
This | proved that if we provide the incentive, the money is 
there, and our people will buy shares. 

THE PLANNING COMMITTEE 

The Planning Committee under the chairmanship of G. 
A. liarson has had several meetings during the year. The 
work of this committee falls into four phases: 

id) Planning for the 142 Street site. 

:(2) Negotiations for the Holy Cross School, Jasper 
Place. 

i(3) Consideration of the Jasper Place Theatre. 

if4) Negotiations for the Pentecostal Tabernacle, 10047- 
108 St. 

•Planning for the 142 Street site continued until August, 
and then came to a sudden halt with the possibility of pur¬ 


chasing the Holy Cross School. Negotiations finally broke 
down when the Separate School Board turned down our of¬ 
fer of $80,000 during the month of January, 1962. 

The Jasper Place Theatre was turned down as unsuitable 
for our purposes, but the Pentecostal Tabernacle has met with 
the favor of your Board of Directors. 

The lease with the City of Edmonton has still not been 
signed, although we have a draft lease in our possession ready 
to be signed. 

Where do we go fi’om here? This annual shareholders’ 
meeting should make some decisions for the guidance of the 
new Board of Directors. 

THE SCANDINAVIAN CENTRE NEWS 

The Scandinavian News continues to be a very popular 
pi’oject of the Centre. Many words of praise come fx-om near 
and far. This project is pi’esently under the dii’ection of P. N. 
Christensen and his committee—the editor, Mi’s. Eileen Peter¬ 
son; the business manager, Mrs. Vera Nielsen; the circulation 
manager, S. A. Sorenson; and the correspondents: Mrs. Freda 
Smith, Miss Anita Searl, Mrs. Shirley Pearson, Miss Sirrka 
Rastas and Rune Anderson. 

The fact that the paper is still heavily subsidized by the 
Centre is a constant worry to your Directors. What is needed 
is vigorous action to secui'e advertising and increase the 
paper to eight pages. In accoi'dance with the Costing Commit¬ 
tee’s findings in 1960, an eight-page paper, with one-half de¬ 
voted to advertising, can be made a pi'ofitable venture. We 
ai’e happy that Mrs. Vera Nielsen, on her return fx*om Den- 
mai'k, has accepted the position of business manager of the 
News as of January 1, 1962. We ai’e extremely hopeful that 
1962 will see the News paying its" own way. 

The increase in voluntary donations to the News is a 
further proof of its popularity. Donations are very much ap¬ 
preciated, and ai’e publicly acknowledged from month to 
month in the News. 

CULTURAL ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 

The Cultural Activities Committee is under the direction 
of O. S. Franzen. The present committee consists of K. L. Svi¬ 
dal, chairman; Mrs. C. A. Smith, Rudy Sund, Boi'ge Noes- 
gaard, Eric Luhtala and Mrs. M. MacDonald. 

The following activities wei’e carried through to com¬ 
plete success:

EXHIBITION ACTIVITIES—JULY 17-22, 1961 

Of outstanding success this year was the Exhibition 
I booth under the direction of P. Norman Christensen, which 
; netted the handsome sum of $802.62. 

The assets of our organization in this connection are 
j worth appi’oximately $2,000. They are propex’ly stored at the 
farm of Russell Coburn, a shareholder. 

Again we were represented in the annual Exhibition Pa¬ 
rade with a Viking Float designed by K. L. Svidal, and built 
by G. A. Larson, Harold Markstrom, and others. 

CHARTERED FLIGHT TO SCANDINAVIA 

Perhaps this px’oject has demonstrated the advantages 
of co-operation more than any other activity of the Centre. 
From the two flights now organized for June 22 and June 29 
the saving to Scandinavians will be well over $50,000. We 
know that those who are so fortunate as to spend holidays in 
Scandinavia this year will come back more enthusiastic than 
ever to build a Scandinavian Centre in Edmonton. Many 
thanks to Hans Kristensen and Harold Mai’kstrom for their 
volunteer work in making these flights possible. 

I believe that; it is safe to predict that'the flight to Scandi¬ 
navia will become an annual event. 

SUMMARY 

Your Centi-e organization has made three outstanding 
accomplishments: 

(1) The Scandinavian News. 

(2) In the cultural field—Annual Scandinavian Night 
and Annual Scandinavian Day. 

(3) The Chartered Flights to Scandinavia. 

If we never accomplished more, it would have been 
worthwhile indeed. Now for the actual provision of a Centre. 
This will certainly be done. When, depends on Scandinavians 
themselves.

| honor. Oslo’s City Hall is 20th Cen- 
| tury and built in a beautiful setting 
at the head of Oslofjord. Within its 
walls is held the heart of a nation 
for here are displayed the handi¬ 
crafts of her people. There are beau¬ 
tiful paintings by many famous 
artists. These paintings reveal much 
of the life of Norway, the struggles, 
hopes, and progress, and here too 
is living sculptor as well as picture 
weaving and textiles. The pictures in 
weaving tell of the Stone Age, the 
j Bronze Age, and the remarkable 
patterned work of the Iron Age. 
j There are also pictorial records of 
j the Viking Age. Even today there is 
! still; a great deal of weaving being 
j done to carry on Norwegian history. 

Some of the countrys Stave Church- 
{ es are preserved in Oslo. These are 
I Medieval master pieces in wood and 
I take their name from the staves, 
(massive, upright timbers), which 
I are a basic part of their construc¬ 
tion. 

Another place to historical interest 
is at Bygdy a suburb and short ferry 
cruise from Oslo where are preserv¬ 
ed three Viking ships that were found 
buried in mounds not far from the 
Oslofjord. It was on such a ship 
Leif Ericson made his first trip 
across the mighty Atlantic to 
America. 

It is said the children of Norway 
learn their first steps on skis, and 
the famous ski jumps are located on 
the outskirts of Oslo. The Ski 
Museum is the worlds first museum 
of its kind and the varied collections 
of skis date back 2500 years. The 
museum also has the polar equip¬ 
ment Fridtjof Nansen and Roald Ad- 
munsen used on their polar expedi¬ 
tions. 

There are various modes of travel 
in Norway. In Oslo the Norwegian 
people prefee to walk or to bicycle 
their way out to the countryside, 
however there are trains, buses, fer¬ 
ries or planes-any means you wish 
to take your sight seeing excursions. 
Airliners take you from here to the 
land beyond the Arctic Circle, the 
Land of the Midnight Sun.

Soup Stock (Clear Soup) 


Soup is the basis of a great many lunches. Many homemakers and 
many families prefer the wholesome goodness and flavor of a steaming 
bowl of homemade soup. The start of many of these soups is a good soup 
stock. 

2 lbs. meat and bone 6 cups cold water 

Cut meat into small pieces. Add bones and cold water. Soak one hour. 
Simmer 2 hours. Add the following vegetables: 

1 small onion 4 cloves 

»/ 2 cup turnip 6 P e PP er berries 

,, , 1 bay leaf 

/ 2 cup carrot i spray parsley 

2 stalks celery i t sp. saU 

Cook 1 hour. Strain; clarify. 

To clarify: For each quart of cold stock, add t egg white and crushed 
shell. Heat slowly, mixing thoroughly. Boil 5 minutes. Strain through damp 
cheesecloth. 

Vegetable Soup 

Vi cup turnips, diced 4 tbsps. butter, if water is used 

Vi cup carrots, diced 1 cup potatoes, diced 

Vi cup celery, cut in small pieces 1 quart water, or stock 

Vi onion, cut into bits 2 tsps. salt 

Put turnips, carrots, onions, celery and butter in the pan on top of 
burner, stirring well until vegetables are browned. If desired, 1 cup of 
chopped meat may be browned with the vegetables, or hot soup stock may 
be used. Add remaining ingredients. Cover pan and place it with a meal 
in the oven.
